On Saturday tlie Cuban army and the 


Spanish soldiers mat atPaimarito. The 
rebel forces numbered 2000 man, while 
that of the Spaniards was 3000.

cording to officinl reports, laatod two 
hoars. At the end of thnt time the 
rebels retreated and were pursued by 
the Spauish troops and Macao captured.

Macoo landed at Baracoa March 31»t.

Wanted, • Municipal Street Policy 


The macadam streets of this city are 


rabidly ftiilmir. 
There has never bae; 


any -.veil-defined system oi 
repairs, 


Only a low of these streets have ever 
bfn accepted by the city. Ay a matter 
of siuifjlo justice, all that were once put 
in good order by property holders ougui 
to have beea accepted, and aver after- 
wards renewed and leapt in repair. 
Alter property holders have constructed 
itreetti at their own cost, they have 
done their part, and should ba released 
from further obligation, except that of 
thu general ta^&i to k«ap tho streaks in 
repair. 


Now there is hardly a macadamized 


•treet in the city that doe* not today 
need a top dressing of fine rock. The 
•treeta in many instances are worn 
down eo that the bed ruck ia on th? 
•nrface. ilany of theaa streets could 
be raved at email expense. Hera and 
tbere a few thatches >mvu baau made. 
But there has baan no general system 
of repairs. It is intimated that 
the 


Muyor is about to adopt a municipal 
policy of his own. Any auch policy C'.n 
only be effective through the ounctiou 
01 the City Council. The first thing 
needed ia more effective atreei super- 
vleioD. The streets of Oakland today 
are in a bad condition.

•trteta. A few thousand 'dollars ex-

Many 
of tueio (treeta have Buttered for lack ol 
thorough in ram or watering. The surface

Tho world is still reading the history 


of Napoleon, as if the events connected 
with that life had just transpired. Tha 
greatnesa of his military career taken 
OQ a new lustra, while bis moral charac- 
ter tukes nothing from the lapae of tima. 
Abrahiim Lincoln never tonight a ba'.tle 
in hio own paraon. Yot, ha was Com- 
mander in Chisl of morn than half amid 
mot auhtinsnun, and coal'dat any hour 
have headed ona of the greataat armies 
in the world. 
Ha knew well enough 


that he had not the military genius ol 
Grant, Sherman and, m my others. 
He 


led only as a, civilian. 


At sonia fatnra day the country will 


celebrate the birthdty oi Lincoln by 
treRerul consent, in much tha same way 
'.hat Washington's birthday 19 now ealu- 
lirated. The death of Washington has 
:ever been a circumstance calling for 
any general observance. It was not his 
ciuath that made him a great character, 
but his life. It was not tha death of 
Abraham Lincoln that made him one of 
the greatest characters in American 
history, but his life devoted to the ser- 
vice o£ his country. 
Had he lived 


through a second administration it is 
not probable that he would have ad'Jud 
anything to hia fiirno. 
Hia work was 


done. Grant addnd nothing to hia facie 
ny his eight years of civil administra- 
tion. That is the least admirable part 
of his history.

word of commBndatiou for Lincoln Jrom 
nearly half the nation. 
Now there ia 


ii-irdly a acofBug tongue in all tha land.

rlie death was a msra accident, but 
ids life was tho fulullmaat of a divme 
nurpoae. The nation needed a lender as 
much at the breaking oat of the civil 
war as it needed one in tha d.iya of tha 
revolution.

Lincoln's 
ilaath teaches no important leason.

was faronght nbont by a fanatic, aud 
thort) were no farewell words spoken. 
The story of his life is the one that has 
impressed the nation.

peals to tuu patriotism o! the country, 
bat his life.

"Wanted, a Municipal Street Policy 


Tbe macadam streets oi thin city are 


rapidly failing. 
There lias never baen 


any '.rail-defined ay a torn 
ot 
repairs. 


Only u few of these streets have ever 
beun accepted by tbe city. As a matter 
oi simple justice, all that were once put 
in good order by property holders ought 
to bftve baea accepted, and aver after- 
words renewed and kept in repair. 
Alter property holders have constructed 
streets at Iheir own cost, they have 
done their part, and should be released 
irooi further obligation, except that of 
tha general IUXM to kae'p the streets in 
xepnir. 


Now there ia hardly a •caauadanilzed 


street in tbe city that does not today 
aoed u top dressing of fine rook. 
Tho 


streets m many instances are worn 
down so that the bed rock ia on tlia 
surface. 
Many of these streets could 


be saved ac email expense. 
Here and 


there a lew patches; havo beau made, 
But there has baea no general system 
oi repairs. It • is intimated that 
the 


Mayor is about to adopt a municipal 
policy of his own. Any suuh policy can 
only be offec'liva through the auuutlon 
61 the City Council. Tho first thing 
needed la more effective, street super- 
vision. Tbe streets of Oakland today 
are in a bad condition. 


Even the bicycle folks are {arced .to 


ehuu these streets, nnd a considerable 
Dumber of thnm seek the smooth and 
well kupt streets of Alaciuda. The high 
taxae oi Oakland ou^'lu to seuuru better 
Biri'etfl. 
A few thousand dollars 'ex- 


pended in renewing tha surface with 
broken rock, would no far to bring these 
streets up to a good condition. Many 
oi these itroels havo .suffered for lack ot 
thorongh snmmor watering. The eariace 
was ground'upaud then blown away. We 
havo in mind two or throe streets 
where, because of hilla, there .was only 
n show oi watering, because it was a 
little harder work to poll tha water cart 
up the bill. 


There are ridges and gnlliei made 


by the water companies. The theory 
baa b»ea that wator and gaa companies 
must put the streets in good ordtsr when 
they have been dug up to lay pipes. 
More than ft dozen instances can be 
pointed out in a walk of a mile, where 
streets have not been reitored to tbe 
former condition. It ia not the bicycle 
folks alone .who complain. But Ihttr 
certainly have a right to be beard. 
There are now ao few streets that are 
comfortable for the paaaage of light 
vehicles .that many citizana have dis- 
continued ridinz iu that way altogether.

It was not his 
death that made him a great character, 
but hia Hie.

Mr, Chairman—There is really little now 


to bs said upon this subject—access to 
8belve3~.lt has beon so thoroughly dis- 
CUBSoii by tliv ,IQO in hers of ibo Amcrlcun 
Library Associutiou nt ooiivontiona, of 
tlie Librury Associatioa ol tho United 
Kingdom, and at toeotin«3 of the different 
library clubt, until nearly evory argument, 
for nncl amiuiai, has oeeu ndvuncuo. 
In loolcintf at tho question from tho 


dliinclpolnt o( thu patrons of n library, to 
give Bntiro uatitifucUoii, nocosa 10 uhelvoH 
eboulU uudoubLeLily bo unreatrlctod; bat 


readers mi«ht ba safely lort to their own 
-free will-in a.library, ns they would'not ba 
mere wanderersabout from shell to shelf, 
doing more harm than ctaod in hindering : 
business, but zealous'workers anS.seefcera 
alter knowledge, deeply absorbed-in their 
own worlc. With ihe jjeneral public, who 
had hardly nny elm la their roaiUnp, such 
a privilege,, he thought, would be almost 
detrimental to thplr own interests.

would oertairily be conducive to tauoh 
more turning over1 o( leaves and skliuruiiiK 
of con ton ta, flitting hither and 
thither, 


without prollt to reader or advantage to 
book. Showily-bound and illustrated vol • 
urnes would be sure to rii.deive tlie (jroiitest 
amount o! attention, while their less fib- 
trusive brethren, in which probably Jay 
inoro stores ol literary wealth, woiiId bn 
quiutly passed by nml neglected.

The latent compiamt is thnt Jur sen! 


skins bavo dropped down to tho lowos; 
point ever touciiod. Tho skiua in Qomo 
instances, h.ivo boeu quoted aa IO\T as 
lour dollar1:. The preservation of fur 
seals never ought to have boen any 
part of a national policy. 
Thore was 


no better reason /or it than for tbo pros- 
ervation o! buffalo, elk, or other Inrgo 
game animals. These have diiappuarad, 
and the country is not any poorer on 
that account. 


Tho fur sealskin 13 an article of lux- 


ury, la cold climates it IB an articlo ol 
comfort, but in a country whore it d JOB 
not freeze beyond the thickness oi win- 
dow Rlass, tao lose oi the far Beat i an 
never be considered much of a calamity, 
The fur seal capa has bankrupted a 
great many paoplo of moderate circuru- 
etance. It has boon worn not aa much 
aa an article of covnfort as one of fashion. 
As much money haa frequouty gone 
into a s'mglo garment of this kind 
aa would bo required to buy 160 seres 
of Government land. 


The fnr eeal companies have made 


the money. But ic is doubtful if tho 
country is ricber today by a singlo dot* 
IRE on account of the fur seal monopoly. 
The cost of ships stationed to protect 
the preserves, the long controversy with 
Great Britain and the amount which 
the 
Arbitration 
Convention agreed 


should be p.iid to Canadian seal hunters 
«no had been despoiled, would go a 
long way to offset all tho real advant- 
ages that the country huj ever derived 
from the far seal trade. 


Wanted, a. Municipal Street Policy 


The macadam streets of this city are 


rapidly failing. 
There lias nuver boen 


any -.veK-deflnod system oi 
repair*. 


Only a few of these streets have ever 
been accepted by the city. As a matter 
of -imple justice, all that were once put 
in good order by property holders ought 
to have been accepted, and ever nftor- 
wsrds renewed anil kepi in repair. 
After croperiy holders have constructed 
streets at their own cost, they have 
dono their part, and should be released 
frcm further obligation, excapt that of 
the general taxdj to kaap tho atroala n: 
repair. 


Now there is hardly a -macadamized 


street in the city that doea not today 
need H top dressing of fine rock. Too 
•treets in many instances are worn 
down so that the bed rock U on tbs 
tarface. 
Many of theae streets could 


be raved at email expense. 
Hero and 


there a few patches havo beou made. 
But there has baon no goneral system 
of repairs. It is intimated that tho 
Mayor is about to adopt a municipal 
policy of his own. 
Any such policy cso 


only be effective through the sanction 
ol the City Council. The first thinp 
needed is more effective etreo'. super- 
vision. The streets oE Oakland today 
are in a bad condition. 


Even the bicycle folks are forced to 


ehun those streets, and a considerable 
Dumber of thorn seek the smooth and 
•Well kept streets of Alamedn. Tho high 
taxes of Oakland ought to secure better 
Btn-eta. A few thousand dollars ex- 
pended in renewing the tmrfaco with 
broken rock, would go far to bring these 
•treeta up to a good condition. Many 
of these atreels havo suffered for lack of 
thorough summer watering. The surface 
was ground upaudtben blown away. Wo 
have in mind two or three atieets 
There, because of hilli, there was only 
aehow of watering, because it wai a 
little harder work to pall the water cart 
np the hill. 


The.-a are ridges and gnlliei made 


by the water companies. The theory 
has been that water and gas companies 
must pat the street* in good order when 
they have b*en dog np to lay pipes. 
Uore than a dozen instances can ba 
pointed out ia a walk of a mile, where 
•treeta have not baea restored to the 
former condition. It is not the bicycle 
folks alone .who complain. Bat they 
certainly have a right to be heard. 
There are now so few streets that are 
comfortable for the pastaga of light 
vehicles tbat many citizsns have dis- 
continued riding in that way altogether.

Auniv»raa'ry-' 


The anniversary of the d-ath of Ab- 


rnham Lincoln is observeJ 
today in 


Oakland with more than neoa) emplinsip. 
It was a tragic death. But the life was 
of far greater momnnt than the death. 
A'(treat n'snw gathers poWer" with the 
lapso of time. 
Abraham Lincoln ia a 


greater character in lh» estimation of 
tho nation, than he was at the time ol 
his death. 
He will bo grantor in the 


estimation of coming generations. 


Tho world is still reading tho history 


of Napoleon, as if the events connected 
with that life had just transpired. Tn9 
greatness of his military c^roer takes 
on a new lustre, while his mural charac- 
ter takes nothins- from the lapse of time. 
Abraham Lincoln never fought a battle 
in his own person. Yet, h» was Com- 
mander in Chief of more than half a mtll- 
onof fighting mai, and could at any hour 
have headed ono of tho greatest armie" 
in the world. 
He knev well enough 


that he had not the military genius ol 
Grant, Sliorman and miuy others. 
He 


led only 93 a civilian. 


At soms future d.iy tho country will 


celeorate the birthd »y oi Lincoln by 
General consent, in much tho same w&y 
that Washington's birth'Hy is now calu- 
brated. The death of Washington has 
r.ever boon a circumstance calling for 
any general observance. It was not hii 
death that msde him a groat character, 
but his life. It was not tho death of 
Abraham Lincoln that made him ono of 
the groateit characters in 
American 


history, but hia life dovotnd to the ser- 
vice of hia country. 
Had 
he lived 


through a second admi-mtration it is 
not probable that ho would have addud 
anything to his fiimo 
Hia work was 


dono. Grant addnd nothing to IIM fimu 
by his eight yenra of civil administra- 
tion. That is the least admirable* part 
of his history. 


When tho war closed thora was uo 


word of commendation, for Lincoin/rom 
nearly half the nation. 
Now thora is 


hirdly a scoffing tongue in all tho land. 
Evory aaecdoto thut Lincoln ever ut- 
teroil, ovory story that ho told H treae- 
ar.id up as BO many precious things. 
Hlb death was a mero accidoit, but 
liii life was the fulQlliuont of a divino 
purpose. Tnonaliou needed a le.iaor as 
much at the breaking out of tno civil 
war aa it needed one ia tiie d.iya of tho 
ravolution. 
In u great crisis in the 


history ol a natiou it 13 ono man whom 
providence oolc-cts and sots apart as tho 
loader, 
fiometimos it is a groat captain, 


and sometimes it is a great civilian. 


We do not know what Lincoln would 


have bean in the field. But wa do know 
that ho planned moro than ono military 
camnaign. What is best known ia that 
the man who never took on tho equip- 
ment of a soldier was greater than any 
man in tho Cold. Tho story of Lincoln's 
daath teaches no important lodeou. 
It 


was broaght about by a fanatic, and 
thoro wore no farewell wordu spoken. 
Tho story of his Ufa is tho ono that lias 
impressed tho nation. It is tho story ol 
the age, 
It is not his daatbt that ap- 


peals to tuo patriotism of the countrv, 
but his life. 


A Carnival of Cvirao. 


Hardly a day passes now in wnich ono 


or moro atrocious crimes are not mado 
a part of the news received. But no 
crime i of modern history surpass in 
diabolical features tho two murdera 
committed in tho Emmanuel B-iptis; 
Church of San Francisco. 
Tho plnce 


chosen, the timo, just as preparations 
were made for tho calobration of Eistor 
in that church, the two young women 
both attendants upon pub ic worauip 
there and botn interested in the Sunday 
school, the finding of one body its tlin 
belfry, where it had bsen for nevor.x' 
days, and tho other in a clo^ot, near 
where the minister had i»one in aad out. 
These are the strange circumstinces 
that have created an intense interest in 
tha pubuc mind. Tho theory that UIH 
or that individual h too good to commit 
a diabolical criuiQ do£H not go far wue i 
tho proof ia brought hon:a ta the gu Ity 
person. 


The two young women, who were 


murdered by the Kama criminal, ap- 
peared to belong to the clati oi noutra* 
characters who woro not b.ui, nor good 
enough to furnish examp'os of strict 
propriety. 
They wore probably both 


mdncad to go into one of tha 3m ul 
rooms of the church with a man at an 
unseasonable hour. It ia an accepted 
theory that American girls can take 
care of th«mielvaa. They are inde- 
pendent, eelJ-reliant and are impatient 
of much social supervision. It is to 
their credit that moit of them do carp 
for themselves, and do not ovontep tho 
limits of propriety. Hundreds of young 
women crobs tho bay .every morning, 
going to stores, counting rooms, offices 
and schools. Hardly a waUper is ever 
heard of any impropriety on their part. 
They incur little more risk than they 
would by remaining 
in thair own 


bomei, 


The young women who were murdered 


apparently aaan mod hazards tbat more 
prudent ones would 
have shunned. 


Thore was a freedom of social life that 
brought them on to dangerous ground. 
All this might have beoa true and yet 
tho young women 
might havo lod 


Blameless lives according to the ordin- 
ary standard of social rectitude. 


They were not tho victims of revenge, 


but that of tha base passion that sinka 
tho individual to the level of tha brute. 
One victim was not enough. The same 
monster would have gone on adding 
other victims. Debaoed humanity irt 
about the same in all countries. The 
criminal here can bscoma the same 
monster that ho is in other lands, 


ONE reads with ragrot the news of the 


burning of the areat Hotel Raymond 
near Paasdena. It was constructed with 
Eastern capital, and if the original plans 
had been carried out, would have coat 
hardly teas than a million dollars. But 
the younger Raymond proceeded in the 
construction to a point where the finan- 
cial strain was too much for him. 
The 


elder Raymond thea came oat from 
Boston, looked over the plans, made

A Question .of Handling Public 


Library S 


Good Ideas on the 'Subject by 


H. F. Peterson 


An iottiestiQg address Given Bsforu itiB 


Association. 


The following is the address delivered 


by A. P. Peterson, Secretary of the Oak- 
land Freo Library, before the recent meet- 
ing of the American Library Association. 


J/r. Chairman—There is really littlo now 


to be said unon this subject—access to 
shelves—it tas been so thoroughly dis- 
cussed by '.he .members of ibe Aruericnu 
Librae; Association ru conventions, of 
The Library Association of thu United 
Kingdom, and at meetings of the different 
library clubt, until nearly every argument, 
for and against, has oeen advanced. 


In looking at the question from thu 


btitnUpoint of the patrons of n library, to 
give entire satisfaction, access to uuelvos 
should uudoubtedly bo unrestricted; bat 
looking at it from vho standpoint of one 


readers rniibt ba safely left to their own 
free will iu a library, us they would not be 
mere wanderer* about from shell to shelf. 
doing more harm than good in hindering 
buiinesa, but zealous workers and seeders 
alter knowledge, deeply absorbed • in their 
own work. With the general public, who 
had httrdly nny aim in their roaiilni:, such 
a privilege, he thought, would be almost 
detrimental to thnlr own interests. 
It 


would certainly be conducive to much 
more turning over of leaves find sklrnminfi 
of contents, flitting hither nnd thither, 
without prolit to reader or iidvantase to 
boot. Showily-bound and illustrated vol • 
times would be sure to receive the greatest 
amount of attention, while their less Ob- 
trusive brethren, in which probably Jay 
more stores of literary wealth, woilld bo 
quiotlv passed by and neglected. 
Viewed 


as a question of order nnd me general well- 
being of a library, he should! by no mean- 
be disposed to Kraut such n liberty to any 
class of readers, whether students or not. 
Considerations of tlie order nnd sdfe cus- 
tody of the books made free public access 
to shelves undesirnole, aad it wouUI hardly 
work well to allow any special class of 
readers in o froo library to have this pnv- 
iloee to the exclusion of others. 


Mr. Brett ol Cleveland suya tuat for moro 


than three years he has (jiven absolutely 
free admission to all shelves iu the circulat- 
ing department, dnrins which time tho 
circulation increased about 00 per cent. 
The nciunl loss was 300 volume* n year, 
and those mostly irouj the chuuuor class 
Of books—fiction and juvenile. 


Mr. Green of Worcester says that when 


anybody really wants to BOO boons on a 
Riven subject ho sends an attendant will 
him nnd permits him to stay »s long as ho 
wauls to. aud then an attendant takes him 
to n study room. Ho did not think it wise

librarian, I must s»y that I am in favor of 
limited sects, 
ify 
the term "limited 
access" 1 mean that £ favor all tbo lioerty 
that can bo given to patrons, coniistont 
with a proper earn of .the books, .and have 
only it desire to protect the library Irom 
loss, misplacement, abuse, and indiscrim- 
inate handling, in order 10 better servo our 
visitors. In my experience, now goma 
years in the Oakland Library, and wheu it 
will an atsocintiou with 4030 volumes, and 
xbout 300 members, «n<j with open shelves, 
the losses wnre many ; tiiero was no rem- 
edy, as tho force woe naturally email, tbo 
library, wholly dependent upon members 
lor its support, and bad they been denied 
access, would have discoutiuued 
their 


membership, at a tiruo when it could not 
be uflordod. 


When the library became a free institu- 


tion, railings wore put up, and visitors and 
borrowers were compelled to ask lor every 
book wanted. Since that timo ttio only 
loss of any importance in our library was 
in Che reference department, to which visi- 
tors were granted freo access. Some years 
•go there was a loan exhibition of rare and 
costly workf, to which tho Ouklabd Public 
Library contriDatod a number of volume a; 
among them w«s ti valuable work on "Xho 
Art of illuminating;" it was returned 
us after the exhibition, but shortly after its 
return to tho shelves, within a week, the 
volume wa» missing, nnd wo have been 
unable to trace it or to replace it. lam 
pleusvd to say books have not boon missed 
under our new arrangement, which has 
beeu in vogue a little over three yours. 
As 


time went on and the library gained tho 
distinction of 21,000 volume!., (.we hnvo now 
80,000 volumes) and having no complete 
catalogue, we began to.di-vmo ways nn<t 


. means of bringing the library closer to tho 


people, and yet not permit Idem to handle 
the books. tfud ws not had this previous 
experience of losses and misplacement, wo 
should mout heartily bave recommended 
to the trustees that tbo patrons have froo 
accuse end be Ires from restraint. As it 
•was, It was decided to remove barriers a nd 
railings, and place before each alcove wire 
doors, with a two-inch mesh, so that, a view 
of the book was unobstructed. By so do- 
ing considerable floor space was gained, 
tho membership immediately increased, 
tbe circulation more thati doubled and we 
were satisfied that the change was a good 
one.

are often found a number of alcoves away 
from wuero they belong, and at times, 
from this misplacement, considered lost, 
and that it is annoying to a preciso librar- 
ian, who may be asked lor a work, and on 
loosing repurt that it Is out, to bo :hou in 
formed by the applicant that it is not out, 
and have to bo aliowu .where it is. We 
know ttiat visitors, as a rule, are not over 
particular, and do not seem to realize the 
necessity of returning books to the exact 
place from which thay arti taken. 


In the cast of upon snelvea, tbe simple 


fact cannot be overlooked that In n well- 
regulated library the applicant could get 
the book desired if the one who preceded 
bira had left them in their proper order, 
or in the order in which he found tliem. 


Tuere is considerable difference between 


a free pnUic library, a library association, 
and a college or student's library. 
Of the 


tkrea, a college library, if any, should be 
open to student', while a library associs- 
, tiou, or subscription library, is olmon 


compelled to throw open it's shelves, or 
suffer a loss in ita membership. A free 
public library, which embraces tho pat- 
ronage of all clauses of people, and, too, a 
different ciacs than thosu who frcquen 
either oi the above, must exorcise extra 
vigilance to protect its bootta from th 
hand of the vandal, with wlilch evil nearly 
•11 libraries are infested.
